SPEECH FREEDOM DISCUSSED 
One of the most lengthily- 
diseussrd motions of the two- 
hour-long session was thai pro- 
posed by l'eter Scott: ". . , 
THEREFORE HE IT RESOLV- 
ED that lilts Sorely ilrplore the 
above action (of barring Dr. 
Johnson) and reaffirm the 
fundamental students' right tn 
hear prominent speakers of all 
political beliefs." Seoll's resolu- 
tion, which termed Gill's action 
"a clear example of political 
diseriminialion and of authori- 
tarian censorship," provoked ^ 
healed debate. 

Impassioned arguments were ex- 
changed between the many speakers 
who took the floor. Loud and fre- 
quent heckling was persistent, until 
at one point chairman Gill warned 
that those who booed would have 
to leave the meeting. Meanwhile the 
discussion was progressing steadily 
towards confusion. 

Jon Wolfe, Michael Oliver, among 
those who supported Scott's motion 
on freedom of speech, urged the 
assembly to differentiate between 
freedom of speech and Communism. 

As the tension mounted, Len Bea- 
ton, Ted Hugcsscn. Len Ashley and 
others deplored the "unfortunate 
publicity" given by a Montreal after- 
noon paper to the McGill student 
body. 

Insisting that as a result of 
surh publicity, "a very minor 
and very unimportant rampus 
group" which was "far from

Also it is difficult to understand that no 
students took part in the booing of that player 
during the game when if appeared that just 
about everyone in the student stands was taking 
part in the demonstration.

Bishop on Marxism 

Dear Sir: • 

I would like to comment on Mr. 
Bishop's "Notes on Red-baiting," 
The McGill -Dally. Nov 9. 

There is a fellow who is making 
a sincere attempt to be broad- 
minded, and ventures to write on 
"Communist Theory". Mr. Bishop 
"quotes" Marx as saying: "Each 
man should receive according lo 
his need," and accuses Stalin of 
amending it to "each shall receive 
according to his ability to produce." 
Thus, the author says, Stalin has 
destroyed "Communist morals." 

What is wrong with these two 
statements? 

Any one who has read Marx 
knows it. Thc first should read: 
"From each according to his abil- 
ity, to each according to his nerd." 
(Mr. Bishop only knows the latter 
pari, and therefore gives thc wrong 



fined broadly. 

In 1875. Marx wrote in "Capital" 
vol. Ill, that between the capitalist 
society and Ihe communist society 
I here is a revolutionary transform- 
ation. Corresponding to this there 
is also a period of political trans- 
formation, during which the power 
of the state is vested into the hands 
of a revolutionary working-class 
— that is a socialist state, which 
means working class power. A 
glance at thc map of thc world 
today testifies that the old gentle- 
man was right. A great portion of 
thc world is entering into this 
stage. The Soviet Un- 
ion entered it in 1917. 

Except for the correction of one 
quotation above, I have not tried 
to answer thc accusations by 
more quotations, as you probably 
know, they can always be made to 
serve thc writer's purpose . . . . 
Those of you who want to know 
more about Marxism should go to 
the Rcdpath library where a com- 
plete set of Marx's "Selected 
Works" can be found. The writings 
of Engels, Lenin and Stalin are 
also there. 

I believe that looking • into the 
work of these great men throws a 
great deal of light upon the inter- 
national situation today. It will 
also be found that a socialist state 
is not a communist society, but 
merely a road leading to eommun- 
Ism.

Said Ted Hujcessen: "It is unfor- 
tunate that the public does not 
always get a clear picture of 
how little weight these people 
carry on this rampus." 
OPPOSE COMMUNISM 
After Peter Scott's motion had 
been passed by a large majority, 
Len Beaton put an end to the 
discussion an "unfortunate pub- 
licity" by moving 1 that 'ap. 
proval of freedom of speech' . 
. . . "shall not be construed in 
any nay as an approval or Dean 
Hewlett Johnson's views, and 
that this meeting go on record 
as unalterably opposed to every 
tenet of Communistic dogma." 
Beaton's motion, as Scott's 
' was passed hy a vast majority, 
amid enthusiastic applause, 
whistles and cheers. 

The meeting was prolonged 
further by mutti-sided debating 
on the "Rrd Dean." While some 
students took thr floor too de- 
nounce the "hypocrisy" of pro- 
claiming freedom of speech 
while denying the Dean the use 
of a rampus hall, others sug- 
gested that he be invited to 
speak at McGill during his 
present Canadian tour. 
FUND CAMPAIGN BROUGHT IN 
A third Rroup of speakers wished 
to make a specific case of Dr. John- 
son and to permanently deny him 
the use of any McGill facilities. 
Charges and counter-charges were 
made. The question of the current 
nine million dollar fund-raising cam- 
paign was then brought in. 

Some argued that sponsorship of 
the Dean by any McGill group would 
be detrimental to the campaign, 
while others argued that freedom of 
speech as a principle was above fin- 
ancial considerations. This was fol- 
lowed by arguments that the stu- 
dents owed it to their successors at 
University not to jeopardize the 
campaign by allowing personalities 
"of extreme opinion to speak here 
at this time." 

No clear-cut decision was reached, 
since at this, point Union President 
Jack CrcpeaU pointed out that "even 
if the Red Dean were to be invited 
here tomorrow as suggested, he 
would find the University closed due 
In the observance of Remembrance 
Day." 

Nevertheless, some students in- 
sisted that the discussion continue. 
The discussions, however, had lasted 
over two hours, and when at 6.30 
someone yelled: "I move that the 

! meeting be adjourned!" a vote was 
taken and the motion passed. 

In contrast with the violence 
that characterized these debates, the 
motion regarding approval of the 
Senate's recommendation that the 
Faculty of Dentistry undergrad- 
uates be given a scperatc repre- 
sentative on the S.E.C. was passed 
with despatch and little opposition. 
It had been decided at a March 17, 
1948, meeting of the Students' Soc- 
iety that the faculties of Medicine 
and Dentistry be both represented 
by a single member on the Council. 
The Senate, however, refused to 
sanction the students' vote, so that 
the students were asked to rccon- 

I Eider their decision.
